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Leslie West ---one of our true emperors and legends of 
rock guitar. Yes, it is true that Leslie West is so hard to 
get to, to talk to. He's got that big wall there and doesn’t 
peek around too often. But in this business of music, he 
has put up with and sustained an incredible amount of b.s. 
It’s his soul of guitar playing, that singing voice of heaven- 
ly sounds that show us that Leslie West is also full of love. 
That’s what any listener will get, always, because it’s 
inside him. 

He doesn’t have to talk to anybody. That’s why this in- 
terview is so special to me. 

Leslie West gave me this private interview, an exclusive 
rap. And in close quarters, off stage, no 100 watts, you 
will find, after a short while, a truly beautiful, gentle man. 
I’m glad | was let in, if only for a moment, to the other 
side of the Mountain. : 

Geno White: First of all, Leslie, | want to thank you for 
having me up on stage today; that was a blast for me. i 

Leslie West: Well, | didn’t have you up there because 
you're so good looking. 

G.W.: Leslie, this is a big one for me. We’re in the same 
issue here and one of my highlights was opening for you 
last year. Anyway, we'll deal strictly with guitar. Last 
year you had just flown in from England, having recorded 
an album with lan Gillan. ls that going to come out here 
in America? 

L.W.: It's not out yet, It came out in Europe. 

G.W.: Any other guitarist on that date? 

L.W.: No. Just a rhythm guitar. The bass player was 
from Starship and the drummer is Len Hayes from Y&T. 

G.W.: Do you still ever use the Les Paul Jrs. anymore? 

L.W.: No. My Mom's got one of them and Pete Town- 
send’s got another. | don’t know where all the other ones 
are. | sold, traded, they were sorta -- shot. 

G.W.: I’ve never seen any pictures of you with a Fender; 
do you like Fenders? 

L.W.: Fenders are for cars. 

G.W.: OK -- you don’t like Fender guitars at all? 


L.W.: Ah, the Stratocaster was my first guitar, from my 
Bar Mitzvah money | bought it. 

G.W.: Do you still own it? 

L.W.: No. | traded it for a Kent. 

G.W.: Did yal? Aw, man! 

L.W.: My first group, the Vagrants, when we all started, 
they got all new instruments and | had this beat-up 
Stratocaster. A 58, and | traded it for a brand new shiny 
Kent. | wish | had it now. 

G.W.: That’s intense. God, that’s too much. Well, how 
come you prefer the Steinbergers then, what’s with that? 

L.W.: It’s a unique instrument; you ever played one? 

G.W.: No, | havent. 

L.W.: You oughta give it a try. 

G.W.: Amps and effects. The last time. you were using 
Marshall and today you had Randall up there. 

L.W.: I’ve been using them for about three years. 

G.W.: Do you prefer one over the other? 
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L.W.: It depends where we play. 

G.W.: Are you tubed? 

L.W.: Solid state. 

G.W.: Leslie, you still get that killer sound, man. 

L.W.: Well, the guitar is MIDI’d with the zoom going 
through the PA and the amps are separate, and all the ef- 


fects are coming from the 200M on stage. 

G.W.: Beautiful. Leslie, is there anybody that you 
haven’t worked with yet that you would like to? 

L.W.: Yeah, Cozy-Powell. We're going to do something, 
Alvin Lee, myself, and Cozy. We’re supposed to do an 
album for IRS and a tour. So we've got to try and work 
out the time. 

G.W.: Where is your next gig, where are you going next? 

L.W.: Tomorrow I’m going to Bethesda and then I'm 
taking off. We were just in Germany for a month and in 
Japan for a month. I'm sort of tired. Real tired. 

G.W.: Do you have a favorite guitar player? 

L.W.: You. 

G.W.: Me? 

L.W.: Yeah, Eddie Van Halen is my favorite for right 
now. 

G.W.: Are you still having fun playing music? 

L.W.: Mainly because of the Steinbergers, gave me a 
new juice. 

G.W.: A new lease on the axe. 

L.W.: The Transtrem is an amazing thing. You can go 
three steps up and three steps down. It stays in tune 
pretty well and | had the pickup pretty much copied like 
the Jr.

BUENA, NJ — It was a great day in Buena on Sunday, 
June 21. The first and hopefully annual South Jersey Jam 
was already in full swing. The weather was seasonable and 
the music was hot. The first five bands had played to an 
appreciative audience of young and old, but nobody, in- 
cluding the band, expected the reaction that greeted 
Millville locals, Drastic Measures. Their music, which they 
loosely bill as “Alternative Heavy Metal,’” had everyone : 
on their feet, dancin’, cheerin’ and rockin’. The favorable 
reaction came not only from the crowd, but from pro- 
moters, sponsors and colleagues, including members of 


Rick Derringer’s band. “| knew we were going to go over 
well ‘cause we really plugged for it...but the people were 
raising holy hell! They were really having a good time,” 
lead singer Jarvis Ozric commented on the scene. Guitarist 
Tim Makarow added, “It was wild, a lot wilder than we 
expected.” 

Frontman Ozric grabs your attention the moment he hits 
the stage. You are almost afraid to take your eyes off him 
for fear that you‘ll miss something. If he’s not making 
contorted, demonic faces at the audience, he is running 
around the stage like a stark raving lunatic. When he does

stop, he interjects comic relief. At one point he went into 
a story about a wild girl he picked up. As he stood by the 
backdrop and explained how he had brought her along, he 
pulled out his ‘‘doll’’ (literally, folks) and ‘‘gave’’ her to 
the audience, underhand. As | said last month, Ozric is 
not all fun and games. He is an extremely talented and 
versatile vocalist. Drastic Measures as a whole are talented 
and are ripe for a record deal. They are a bunch of dedi- 
cated, professional musicians who work well together on 
_and off the stage. 

In Tune spoke with Ozric and Makarow to gain better in- 
sight into Drastic Measures. 

M.K.: How long have you been together with your cur- 
rent line-up? 

T.M.: Our current line-up has been together for about a 
year and a half now. It’s going on three years with Jarvis, 
and Scott, Vince and | have been together for almost five. 

M.K.: What do you consider your musical style? 

T.M.: We loosely call ourselves alternative heavy metal, 
that somewhat explains it. It’s really hard to classify our 
music at all. Usually the Faith No More, Scatterbrain, 
Metallica, Jane’s Addiction kind of thing gets somewhat 
the idea. That’s what a lot of people see in us; we don’t 
always agree with that, though. 

J.O.: That’s what they say our sound is like, but I’m not 
heavily influencedby all of those. 
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T.M.: Everybody sees something different in our music 
..everyone has their own opinion. 

M.K.: How are your songs written? Who comes up with 
the ideas? 

J.O.: Basically, the music is put together by all of us. 
We'll sit there and play with a riff until it’s an actual song. 
In the meantime, I’m writing lyrics and melodies. 

T.M.: Jarvis writes all the lyrics, and he actually writes 
some riffs, too. Him and Vince more so play what they 
feel and aren’t really as musically trained on the instru- 
ments. Paul and’! have had some schooling and lessons. It 
kind of merges together to a nice medium without a for- 
mat. Scott always puts a cool beat to everything. It’s a 
real original formula that we use. 

J.O.: It’s definitely original, not one person will write a 
song and then play it, because we would laugh at them. 


T.M.: It doesn’t come out sounding stagnant. We'll play 
anything that we feel like within reason. We're not set to a 
certain metal sound. When you hear Dokken or some- 
thing, you know what you're going to get to an extent, 
you can predict the whole album. With us it varies, from 
acoustic parts to heavy thrash riffs, to anything. It comes 
out really interesting. 

M.K.: Where did. your name come from? 

T.M.: Our name came from our old guitarist Merrit Gant. 
Without trying to put too much meaning on it and sound- 
ing corny, the name does relate to what we are all about. 

J.0.: You can look at it any way you like; | let people 
figure it out for themselves. 

M.K.: What do you think of the South Jersey music 
scene? . 

J.O.: | think it’s picking up. A lot of people are starting 
to get more intelligent now. For a while there, from 1986 
to 1988, after the hairspray thing died, people were still 
doing it around here and that upset me. Spandex and that 
whole thing. People snapped out of it and | think the new 
people are coming up and they know what's up. South 
Jersey has some good musicians, no doubt about it, there 
have been great bands that came from here. 

T.M.: One thing that we believe in is that you don’t have 
to move to New York City or to L.A. necessarily to make 
it. We believe in staying where we are. | think that’s a big 
factor. We've never been influenced by the local scene, 
living down the street from the rock club, we've always 
been in our own area and into our own stuff. We’re not 
influenced by music trends as much; we've always been 
the way we are and that’s very important to us. 

M.K.: Jarvis, what’s with the comic relief? 

J.0.: My diatogue! | put it in for the simple fact that as 
an original act you have a lot of things against you. It’s 
really hard to be original if you try too hard, so | went the 
opposite way. Hell, it’s a lot of fun, and | always have 
something halfway funny to say. If it’s within reason, | 
do it. | like to freak people out, put on a little better 
show. | figure, if the band’s good, then it’s all on my 
shoulders to mold us into whatever ugly creature may be. 
| feel it’s my duty, so | take it upon myself. 

M.K.: Tim, with Jarvis running around like a man pos- 
sessed, do you find it hard to concentrate and play? 

T.M.: Sometimes. You always have to keep an eye out 
on him ‘cause he'll run you over if you don’t watch it. 

J.0.: Yeah, listen to him! | get half my teeth knocked 
out of my mouth! 

T.M.: We've had a couple times, which we've tried to 
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improve on, where people have been whacked on the head 
with guitars and those kind of things. 

J.O.: We've all lost hair and blood. 

T.M.: You get rockin’ out and get wild and your buddy 
is standing next to you and you can’t see him. You flip 
that guitar back and whack him in the face. We've had a 
lot of bad calls with that sort of thing. 

, After they smashed guitars on stage at the Jam, | can see 
where it might get dangerous! 

Drastic Measures is a band with ambition. This summer 
they plan to shop a new five-song demo, and hope to 
come out of it with a record deal. If not, they plan to re- 
lease an independent CD sometime in the fall. Long term, 
they would like to tour the world with some really great 
bands. Right now you can catch their act in our area. 
They will be playing at Bonnie’s Roxx on July 17th, Reds 
in Margate on the 23rd, and at J.C. Dobbs on the 30th. 
They will also be ‘Rockin’ for the Animals” at Sunset 
Lake Amphitheater at the Bridgeton Zoo on August 29th. 
You won't want to miss this band, billed by our own 
publisher Tom Gargan as “The best kept secret in South 
Jersey.”

The Strat bridge was taken off and some- 
body put the Gibson bridge on it, and the reason | really 
wanted it was because it matched the outfit that day, so | 
used it that way. | didn’t play it too much; it was 
Johnny’s guitar.

Scooby Groove Funk Floors Obsessions

RANDOLPH, NJ — It seemed like a 
pretty bleak night at Obsessions in 
Randolph. The crowd was thin and 
the bands, nothing to write home 
about. As the third act of the evening 
set up, the atmosphere began to 
change. The club was filling up and 
the area in front of the stage became 
crowded and noisy. The band causing 
the stir was announced, and Scooby 
Groove took the stage. 

Scooby Groove, a funk band from 
North Jersey, have a great sound that 
has kept them at the front of the 
Greenwich Village/North Jersey mu- 
sic scene. Comparable to Living 
Color or Red Hot Chili Peppers, they 
combine driving guitar riffs delivered 
by axeman Ray Ippolito, a pounding 
rhythm section made up of the 
Fadel brothers, bassist Mike and 
drummer Dan, and Howard Dlug- 
asch’s fantastic voice and _ stage 
personality. Their music is exciting, 


with a hard edge and danceable beat. 
They keep their diverse crowd 
grooving (some even stage dived?!?!) 
throughout their set. 

Their 12-song demo is definitely

worth a listen, but it doesn’t do 
them justice. To see what this highly 
versatile band really has to offer, you 
have to see them live. Dlugasch is a 
delight to watch. He is very serious, 
but at the same time he looks like he 
is having the time of his life. Mike 
Fadel is a wildman, thrashing himself 
and his bass like there’s no tomor- 
row, and Dan Fadel, although con- 
fined to his drum kit, is a barrage of

flying sticks and crashing cymbals. 
Ippolito is by far the most sedate of 
the group, but since he’s only been 
with the band for about two weeks, I 
predict he’ll “adjust.” 

While I’m making predictions, as far 
as I’m concerned, this signable young 
band can only get better. Their mu- 
sical formula keeps their sound fresh 
and their training keeps them pro- 
fessional. The three original members

in 1990.

Plays Spectrum With Slaughter And Ugly Kid Joe 

There comes a time for moving on. For Ozzy Osbourne
